He makes his Calculate, from 160 Ships ſent, to Africa per Aunum, in time of Peace, 
and is e, on the Freight of Negrses, juſt the one half, no leſs Sum than

In the Freight of theſe Ships from the Weſt- Indies, he miſtakes 7 J. of every Ten 
Pounds of his Computation : For the Cuſtomary Freight wor fi ut 3 J. per Tun; 
he miſtakes in his Article of 100000 J. for loo Ships, no leſs than 500007. and the 
very ſame miſtake, in a Subſequent Article of 100 Ships, makes 70000 J. more: 
So that, upon the whole Freight of theſe, he miſtakes 14000 I. 
Thus our Skilful Author Calculates, and (according to his way of reaſoning) 
demonſtrates the Improvement of Trade and Navigation, and the Profits ariſinig 
thereby to the Nation; providing his wiſe and unerring Method be followed. 
But alas! the ſeparate Traders, by their own ſad Experience, know that theſe

Several Ships were ruin'd, by reaſon of their long ſtay, on the Coaſt of Africa; and 
too many of Her Majeſties Subjects periſh'd, by reaſon thereof, and of the contagious 
Diſtempers ariſing from the unhealthineſs of that Climate: And *tis moſt certain 
that (beſide the unſpeakable prejudice, which their Trading in that Method did to 
rhe Company) moſt of the private Adventurers loſt one halt of their Capital, by this 
Experiment; Which diſabled ſome, and diſcourag'd others ever ſince, from adven-

I beſe are, and itill muſt be, the deſtructive Conſequences of trading in the Me- 
thod propoſed by the Author; who, indeed to ſpeak plain, could give no better Evi- 
| dence of his being a mere Ignoramus, in the rica and Plantation-Trade, than by ex- 
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Þofing: theſe his wretched and. ridicylous Conſiderations to publick View. But the 
ruth is, a Compoſition of Ignorance, Confidence, Malice, Calumny and _ 
as hitherto been the ſoul of His Party; and it ſeems by this piece of publick Pertorni- 
ance, that he has not a mind td depart from them. - =, +3 
Nor can it be thought well a breach of Charity to conclude likewiſe, that the Author's 
Skill and Knowledge in the Turkey Trade, is much of a piece with that of the Former :

courſe, be wholly excluded from that Trade, as illegitimate Perſons. _ 
But to proceed; the Authot's Calculate of 60 Ships, in time War, is alſo manife- 
ſily falſe; For, theſe ſeveral Years paſt; the Separate Traders have not feat above 16 
Ships per Annum to Africa, And ſince the Author is fo good at Priuting, why does he 
not print the exact Numbers of Wegroes, annually imported by the Separate Traders, 
theſe [ix or ſeven Years paſt, into Barbados, Antegoa, Montſerrat, Nevis, St. Chriſtophers, 
&&. and take care to have the fame certified by the Planters; and at what Prices they 
fold them : To fee how theſe would agree with the ſuppoſititious Numbers and Prices, 
which they gave in to the Lords Commiſſioners for Trade. That would be a convin- 
cing Evidence of the Sincerity of his Aſſertions; However it's probable that ſome o- 
ther Perſon may very ſhortly fave him the Trouble thereof, by doing it to his hand. 
The Author, to be conſiſtent with himſelf, goes on ſtill in the ſame Notional Strain, 
and frames another Article of 100000“.
